Dr. Williams put Baltimore in 
rather an awkward position by inviting the 
convention to come and pay its own ex- 
penses. Atlanta extended the old-fashioned 
invitation, and it was almost unanimously: 
accepted. 

During the afternoon the immigration 
question came up very unexpectedly in 
diseussing the home mission board's re- 
ports.

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

Dr. Eaton read an extract from The London 
Times, showing that the lesees on a great es- 
tate of England prohibited the erection of 
chapels or churches for dessenters from the 
church of England. Non-conformist tenants 
were carefully weeded out of 
that country. ) 

Colonel James A. Hoyt, chairman of the 
committee on preamble and resolutions of the 
home and foreign boards, read a report, recom- 
mending a new system of collections, to se- 
cure promptness and avoid the necessity for 
borrowing. The work was to be placed di- 
rectly in the hands of the home foreign boards, 
and collections taken at stated times, 
so that the coutributions may come 
in equal quarterly payments. A com- 
mittee of one from each state was 
su ted as to means of promoting systematic 
giving. Thereport, with the recommenda- 
tions, was unanimously adopted. 

ATLANTA WINS THE RACE. 

There was a lively discussion over the time 
and place of the next meeting, and Atlanta 
won. 

Dr. J. W. M. Williams, of Baltimore, 
chairman. of the committee on the 


time and place of the next meeting, reported 
Baltimore as the place and J. W. Gam- 
brell, of Mississippi, to preach the annual 
sermon.

Dr. Frost then read the report of the com- 
mittee on publication. They found that The 
Kind Words series can be issued at a cost of 
$20,000, while the income is $30,000. They, 
therefore, could not recommend the ratifica- 
tion of the bid offering the convention half the 
profits. Instead, they recommended the crea- 
tion of a board entrusted with the publication 
of Sunday school literature, and the work of 
gathering Sunday school statistics. It was 
recommended that the work of publication be 
prosecuted under a printing contract pursuant 
to the recommendation of the Sunday school 
committee. 

Dr. John A. Broadus had been asked by the 
American Baptist Publication Society to pre- 
pare a series of catechisms. He refused to do 
the work, except fot the committee and the 
society jointly.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION, 


Which Several Men Lose Their 
Lives. 

Lonpox, May 11.—A terrific explosion oc- 
curred today in the forehold of the British 
steamer Tancarville, Captain Carter, under- 
going repairs in the dry-dock at Newport. 
Several men at work on the steamer were 
killed and a number injured. The steamer was 
badly damaged by the explosion. The Tancar- 
ville is a tank steamer engaged in carrying oil 
in. bulk from American ports, and her last 
voyage was from Philadelphia for Havre. 
After reaching the latter port and discharging 
she procceded to Newport, where she was to 
load for Baltimore. There is no doubt the ex- 
plosion was caused by gases that prevail to a 
greater or less extent in the holds of all oil-

Large pieces of 
timber and iron from the steamer were blown 
with terriffic force through the air, and some 
of them were hurled against the workshops, 
which were situated fifty yards from the dry 
dock in which the Tancarville was lying, caus- 
ing much damage to them. A number of 
workmen employed in thé shops wera struck 
by pieces of flying debris and some of them 
were quite severely injured.

The News of the Slaying of a Desperado 
Cenfirmed. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 11.—(Special.]—Sheriff 
Watte, of Washington county, Fla., and two of his 
deputies, accompanied detective Cheatham to 
this city, arriving this morning. They confirmed 
the account of the killing of John W. Penton, the 
noted desperado. 

The battle with Penton’s friends was a desperate 
one, and lasted fully ten minutes, in which nearly 
200 shots were fired. From reports of officers 
engaged in the battle the theory that Penton was 
shot by his friends in their attack on the officers 
is plausible, as he had only one wound, a bullet 
enteriug the center of his back. He was being 
carried away from flis friends between two ofli- 
cers, when he received the wound, staggering and 
falling the instant he was struck. officers 
were paid today the reward of $40) offered by the 
state for the capture of Penton. Sheriff Watts 
and his deputies returned this afternoon to Chip- 
ley, Fla. apprehensive that, should they 
be re-arrested on their arrival in that state, and 
carried ſto Milton, they will be lynched, unless 
provided with ample protection by the state au- 
thorities.

A PROPOSED NEW LAW. 

One point about the Ting cotton bagging is 
that the bale cannot be so conveniently “sam 
“pled” as if covered with jute. 

To meet this, and generally to prevent the 
waste of cotton in the ordinary process of 
sanipltng the bale, it is proposed to introduce a 
‘Dill at the next session of tlie legislature. 

“This loss t about by sampling.“ said 
President W. L. at the exchange office 
yesterday, is enormous in the aggregate. 
Over 3,000 bales were made up in Georgia alone 
last year from these handsful of sample cotton. 
That comes from the farmer, and it's a dead 
loss to him. It is a useless waste. 

“To. stop that we propose to have a law 
passed this summer requiring the ginner to 
attach to every bale of cotton a fair sample of 
the baie. Theginneris to be responsible to 
both parties, buyer and seller, for its being a 
tair sample. ‘The samples are to be numbered, 
corresponding to the bales, so that it will be 
impossible to deceive the buyer. Then there 
will be no necessity for ripping open the bale 
and pulling out a half pound or a pound of 
cotton.”

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GOING ro COLUMBUS. 


The First Federal Court Ever Held There 


Preparations are being made for the 
ol afederal courtin Columbus, Ga., on the 
gecond Monday in June. . | 
This is under an act passed at the last ses- 
sion of congress, creating the western division 
of the northern circuit of and pro- 
viding that court should convene in Columbus 


twice a year—the first Monday in June and 


the first Monday in January. 

This new division of Judge Newman's die- 
trict is made up partly from both the old dis- 
tricts—Heard, Troup and Meriwether counties 
from the northern district, and Harris, Talbot, 
Taylor, Muscogee, Chat Marion, 
Schley, Stewart, Webster, Quitman, Ran- 
dolph, Terrell, Clay, Early and Miller from 
the southern district. 

The court will assemble in the county court- 
house for its first session in Columbus. An 
appropiation was made fora government build- 
ing, but it will be some time yet before that is 
constructed. 

Judge Newman and nearly all the attaches 
of the court here—clerks, attorneys, marsha), 
etc,—go to Columbus. Mr. O. C. Fuller, clerk 
of the circuit court, will remain here. 

The Honest Man’s Friend and Protector. - 

The Honest Man’s Friend and Protector, it 
will be remembered, was the name of a secret 
organization of moonshiners in Pickens county, 
whose object was to protect its members in 
their violation of the revenue laws and to in- 
timidate and punish informers. 

The organization flourished for awhile. 
Several daring acts of lawlessness were charged 
to them, and they grew bolder. 

The story of the final breaking-up of the 
organization has already been told in detail in 
Tuk CONnsTITUTION. 

Quite a number of them were arrested, 
others escaped and have never been captured. 

Several of them—Jackson A. Lansdown, 
Seaborn Lansdown, Eli Fields, Thomas Fields, 
John Forrester, Thomas Penley and Harrison 
B. Jones—have been tried in the state courts, 
Judge Gober presiding, and are now serving 
life sentences for arson. 

Yesterday another lot of them were ar- 
raigned in the United States district court, 
before Judge Newman, charged with con. 
spiracy. 

These are men that have not been tried in 
the state courts, the evidénce not being 
deemed sufficient to convict them of arson. 

There are ten of them— James Wigginton, 
William L. Fields, Cicero Padgett, Hamilton 
Richards, Montreville Holbert, Patton Wil.is, 
George Coffee, William McGaha, David 
Wheeler and Thomas Rowland. 

The prosecution was represented by District 
Attorney Darnell, assisted by Ed Angier and 
Hon. Carter Tate. The defense by Messrs. 
Glenn and Maddox, of Atlanta, and Hon. W. 
T. Day, of Jasper. 

Counsel for the defendants filed a demurrer, 
on the general ground that the indictment was 
insufficient in law. Specifically, the defense 
demurred to the allegation of a general con- 
spiracy, and then more particularly pleading 
that it was not charged with certainty that the 
conspiracy at any time had for its object the 
injury of any particular witness in person or 
property. They held that, the charge being a 
general conspiracy, it couldn’t be said that in 
furtherance of this conspiracy the defend- 
ants fred the house of a certain witness, when 
it was not charged in the bill that 
there was a conspiracy against that 
witness, John R. Aiken, whose house was 
burned on the night of November 12, 180. 

The prosecution contended that this had 
been charged in the billof indictment. Judge 
Newman was of the opinion thatit had not 
been clearly and specifically so charged, and 
that the demurrer should be sustained. 

The defendants were cailed and put in cus- 
tody of the marshal and committed to jail, to 
await the preparation of a new bill and action 
thereupon by the grand jury, to be convened 
immediately. 

Besides the prisoners now in Fulton county
